The Port of Halifax has seen another drop in container traffic in 2008. The prospects for 2009 aren't much brighter. 
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The port of Halifax took 
about a 20 per cent hit in 
traffic over 2008, and 
that’s likely just the begin¬ 
ning. 

Port authority executives 
tried to put a positive spin 
on the situation at a 
provincial economic devel¬ 
opment meeting yesterday. 
But a few ominous factors 
threaten to cause major 
problems for what was 
called “the lifeblood” of 
Halifax’s economy. 

Even before this year, 
the port only used about 
one third of its capacity — 
processing about 500,000 
containers per year out of 


er ships that come to Hali¬ 
fax are either heading to or 
from New York. 

The shallow and crowd¬ 
ed New York Harbour re¬ 
quires many ships to light¬ 
en their load at Halifax be¬ 
fore they can enter. But 
once dredging is complete, 
that won’t be as much of a 
problem and more ships 
could bypass Halifax. 

The second problem is 
the renovation of the Pana¬ 
ma Canal. 

The world’s largest ships 
can’t fit through it, so they 
come instead through the 
Suez Canal and across the 
Atlantic. 

Once the renovations are 
complete, fewer ships will 
be travelling in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s neck of the ocean.

Hard-to-find pellets

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Bernie Fougere usually has 
to look far and wide for 
wood pellets, so he was 
shocked to see a sign for 
them on the side of 
Herring Cove Road. 

Pellets have been in short 
supply all winter because a 
major producer in Quebec 
suffered a fire, and the de¬ 
mand is higher because 
more people are switching 
from oil heat. Suppliers in 
Nova Scotia have been over¬ 
whelmed by customers. 

“I go all the way down to 
the South Shore to get pel¬ 
lets whenever I can,” said 
Fougere, who lives in Hub¬ 
bards. 

On Friday, Richard 
Wright started selling the 
pellets from the driveway of 
his construction business 
on Herring Cove Road. 

“I’m just tiying to make a 
living now because the bot¬ 
tom has fallen out of the 
construction market, and 
I’m just trying to feed my 
family,” he said. 

The sluggish economy hit 
his construction business so 
hard, he was recently look¬ 


ing for an alternative source 
of income. He read about 
the wood-pellet shortage, 
then he found an ad from a 
Maine company wanting 
distributors in Halifax. 

“Oh my God — the feed¬ 
back I’m getting on the prod¬ 
uct is (it’s) the best product 
around,” he said. “Unfortu¬ 
nately, it’s a shame it comes 
out of the United States.” 


Even though he’s only 
making about 50 cents prof¬ 
it from each bag, Wright 
said business is brisk. 

Fougere said he’s just 
happy to find a supplier. 
He’s used a wood-pellet 
stove as his main source of 
heat for 14 years. 

“So it’s really important I 
get pellets, and I’ve been re¬ 
ally struggling.”

Casey says he wants to 
continue working for the 
public, but doesn’t know 
specifically what he’ll do 
next. He said one thing’s 
for sure — he won’t be of¬ 
fered a patronage appoint¬ 
ment as long as Harper is 
prime minister. 

“I don’t think they would 
appoint me as dog catcher,” 
Casey joked. 

Casey, 63, and his wife 
made the decision not to 
run again over the Christ¬ 
mas break. He said he was 
announcing it now in case 
an election is called soon, so 
potential suitors for the seat

CAW furious with gov’t 
over U.S. truck contract

The Canadian Auto Work¬ 
ers is criticizing the federal 
government for awarding 
a $ 254 -million contract to 
a U.S. company to build 
trucks for the Canadian 
Forces at its plant in Texas 
while it’s laying off work¬ 
ers in Chatham, Ont. 

“Somebody has to ex¬ 
plain to us why Canadian 
workers can’t build mili- 
taiy trucks for the Canadi¬ 
an military,” said senior 
CAW executive Ken Cher¬ 
necki, referring to a de¬ 
fence department contract 
to Illinois-based Navistar 
International Corp. to 
build 1,300 medium-duty 
trucks for the Canadian 
Forces. 

Navistar sent out 500 lay¬ 
off notices to its Chatham 
workforce last week, with 


another 200 expected in 
the spring. Chernecki said 
only 200 workers are left 
and the plant’s survival is 
at stake. 

“At the plant this morn¬ 
ing, our guys were just 
dumbfounded; they’re 
mad as hell,” he said. “In 
the face of (layoffs) over 
the next few months, 
there is no legitimate cred¬ 
ible reason” for Ottawa’s 
decision. 

“Doesn’t the govern¬ 
ment know there’s a man¬ 
ufacturing crisis in Cana¬ 
da?” he added. 


CAW officials plan to ask 
Navistar executives — al¬

Clinton was expected to 
be confirmed easily as the 
top U.S. diplomat, but Re¬ 
publican and Democratic 
lawmakers raised the issue 
of her husband’s charita¬ 
ble fundraising as she testi¬ 
fied before the Senate For¬ 
eign Relations Committee. 

Senator Richard Lugar of 
Indiana, the panel’s top Re¬ 
publican and a centrist 
voice on U.S. foreign poli¬ 
cy, said a disclosure agree¬ 
ment between president¬ 
elect Barack Obama’s team 
and the William J. Clinton 
Foundation did not go far 
enough to prevent poten¬ 
tial conflicts of interest. 

“The core of the problem 
is that foreign govern¬ 
ments and entities may 


perceive the Clinton Foun¬ 
dation as a means to gain 
favour with the secretary 
of state,” Lugar said. 

“The only certain way to 
eliminate this risk going 
forward is for the Clinton 
Foundation to forswear 
new foreign contributions 
when Senator Clinton be¬ 


comes secretary of state,” 
Lugar added. 

Clinton, who was accom¬ 
panied by her daughter 
Chelsea but not her hus¬ 
band, listened to Lugar but 
did not address the matter 
during her confirmation 
hearing.

A new dance at Detroit show

Even breakthrough cars such as the Toyota Prius Plug-In Hybrid 
were greeted with muted enthusiasm at the Detroit auto show 
in Cobo Center, columnist Michael Goetz writes. 



he Detroit auto 
show, also known 
by its more 
grandiose name 
— The North 
American International 
Auto Show — is in full 
swing right now. But it’s an 
awkward swing, like a 12- 
year old boy with size 10 
feet, dancing with his 
mother. 

Big auto shows usually 
have great atmosphere. 
Hard not to, I guess, when 


you’ve got world debuts of 
exciting vehicular cre¬ 
ations, and very theatrical 
press conferences and dis¬ 
plays. 

The whole point of 
these auto shows, it 
seems, is a chance for the 
auto players to one-up 
each other, show a little 
swagger, and give us that 
sizzle we so much like 
with our car steaks. 

Put someone on a stage 
to be humble, however, 
and well, it’s not great the¬ 
atre. Unless of course, you 
were looking for tragedy 
or a train wreck. But we 
didn’t get that, either. The 
2009 Detroit auto show 
was not nearly as exciting 
as past years, or as enter¬ 
tainingly bad as some had 
hoped. 

Even when someone had 


something cool to show the 
world, like VW did with its 
brilliant, minimalist, mid¬ 
engine roadster concept, it 
was done in the wake of a 
sombre speech by its chair¬ 
man, outlining the compa¬ 


ny’s commitment to “the 
show, the city, and the U.S. 
auto industry.” 

As you know, many of 
his import colleagues did¬ 
n’t show up. Many others 
decided to go low key, with 


simple displays and no 
“unveil.” 

Ford is the sole Detroit- 
based automaker that isn’t 
dipping into government 
bailout money — for now 
at least. It seemed to revel 
in that position, with de¬ 
cidedly more whiz-bang in 
its unveilings, and more 
strut to its stride, than ex¬ 
hibited by either of its U.S. 
brethren. 

One of its introductions, 
the 2010 Ford Mustang 
Shelby GT 500, also gave us 
gear heads one of the few 
occasions to holler — not 
only is it a great 540-hp 
boy toy, it exited the stage 
in Cobo Center via tire 
squeal. Some in the crowd 
actually squealed back, in 
delight no doubt, for put¬ 
ting a small dent in the po¬ 
litical correctness warp 


shield that seemed to be in 
force around the whole 
show. 

Nobody whooped or 
hollered when Ford talked 
about its new Fusion hy¬ 
brid, or, later, when Toyota 
announced that its new 
Prius would return a com¬ 
bined fuel efficiency rating 
of 50 mpg, or when the 
Chinese automaker BYD, 
took the wraps off the 
world’s first production 
plug-in hybrid (on sale in 
China later this month). 

But that’s OK. This was 
not a show to stir the emo¬ 
tions; this was people try¬ 
ing to figure out a new 
dance.

Nepal: From war zone 
to tourist destination 


Less than three years after 
a long and bloody civil 
war ended, tourists are re¬ 
turning to Nepal and its 
spectacular mountain 
scenery in record numbers. 

The government, led by 
former Maoist rebels who 
waged an insurgency 
against the monarchy for 
10 years, has set an ambi¬ 
tious target of doubling 
visitor numbers to the Hi¬ 
malayan nation by 2011, a 
top tourism official said. 

The Maoists signed a 
peace deal in 2006 and won 
a landmark election in 
April last year, after the end 
of a civil war that killed an 
estimated 13,000 people. 

Tourism is a key source 
of income for Nepal, one of 
the world’s poorest coun¬ 
tries. It brought in $230.6 
million US in 2007 and ac¬ 
counted for four per cent 
of GDP. 

Tourist arrivals grew 
four per cent last year 
from 526,000 in 2007, the 
Nepal Tourism Board (NTB) 
said. The government has 
designated 2011 as Nepal 
Tourism Year and hopes to 
receive one million visitors 
on the back of the peace 
deal, said NTB chief 
Prachanda Man Shrestha. 

“It is challenging but 
achievable,” he said.

Shrestha said Nepal has 
an advantage over neigh¬ 
bours India and China be¬ 
cause it can attract more 
tourists without extra in¬ 
vestment, as those who 
come do so for the coun¬ 
try’s natural sights. 

There is also a percep¬ 
tion the cash from tourism 
is mainly fattening the 
wallets of foreign travel 
operators in Kathmandu. 

Though the government 
has promised 30 per cent 
of income from climbers 
and trekkers will go to de¬ 
velopment, “the money 
has not been disbursed yet 
because the procedures of 
doing this are unclear,” 
said Tourism Ministry offi¬ 
cial Ramesh K.C. Some lo¬ 
cal sherpas in the Khumb- 
hu region, home to Mount 


Everest, are already threat¬ 
ening to protest. 

Analysts said the bulk of 
the money goes to foreign 
tour operators because 
Nepal has an ailing nation¬ 
al carrier and mostly de¬ 
pends on foreign airlines. 
Many hotels import con¬ 
sumer goods as the coun¬ 
try suffers food shortages. 

And the 2011 target may 
be too optimistic. Though 
Nepal’s healthier tourism 
numbers buck the global 
trend of a slowdown, the 
financial recession — 
which hasn’t yet hit Nepal 
— will soon limit tourism 
growth and force tour op¬ 
erators to cut prices by 15 
to 20 per cent. 

Frequent travellers say 
some popular destinations 
in the remote Himalayas 
are already overcrowded, 
and that rafting and kayak¬ 
ing are polluting rivers. 

Peter Patterson, a U.S. 
guide, said the construction 
of a road in scenic Mus¬ 
tang, in central Nepal, was 
destroying the rugged en¬ 
vironment which attracts 
tourists in the first place. 

“It may be good for the 
local people but it is not 
good for tourists,” he said. 
“The place changes and 
the attraction for trekking 
disappears.” reuters

Even though it has 
remained the world’s most

The 
epic, big budget kung-fu 
comedy — it opens Friday 
— marks the first time 
major U.S. studio Warner 
Bros, has co-produced a 
completely Hindi-language 
picture (other studios Fox, 
Sony and Disney have simi¬ 
larly begun investing in Bol¬ 
lywood ventures) and 
expectations are high. 

“This is a veiy big deal for 
Bollywood films because it 
exposes us on a global 


level,” says Bollywood 
superstar and Chandni 
Chowk to China lead actor, 
Akshay Kumar. 

American and British cin¬ 
ema has incorporated ele¬ 
ments and trappings of the 
Bollywood style for years 
(Danny Boyle’s Slumdog Mil¬ 
lionaire stands as a recent 
commercially and critically 


successful example) but 
Chandni Chowk to China is 
the real deal. 

In it, Kumar stars as hap¬ 
less Delhi veggie slicer Sidhu 
who, mistaken for the re¬ 
incarnation of a legendary 
warrior, is whisked away to 
China to do battle with an 
evil crime boss named Hojo 
— played by Kung Fu movie 


icon Gordon Liu. 

Not only is CC2C the 
biggest internationally 
exposed Indian film in his- 
toiy — with over 140 prints 
in North America alone — 
but its production also 
marks the first time any 
movie from any countiy has 
been allowed to film on the 
ancient Great Wall of China. 


| “Not only did we shoot on 
| the wall,” says Kumar, “but 
* we were, kicking, jumping 
^ and throwing people around 
3 with cables and cranes. It 
was incredible and a great 
privilege.” 

In true Bollywood fashion, 
Chandni Chowk to China 
runs almost three hours 
long and is packed to the 
bursting point with slap¬ 
stick comedy, maudlin 
drama, jaw dropping action, 
heart throbbing romance ... 
and of course, those outra¬ 
geously colourful, slickly 
choreographed musical 
numbers that have 
endeared — and confused — 
so many filmgoers. 

“In a Hollywood movie, 
emotions are shown subtly 
but in a Bollywood movie, 
when somebody feels love, 
we go on to a bridge and 
dance and yell ‘I love her and 
she loves me so lets have a 
song.’ We’re loud that way.” 


SAG may drop

Australian media that he 
felt “elated, fantastic” as 
he watched Monday’s 
awards ceremony from his 
home in Perth, Australia.

Kim Ledger said. 

“A standing ovation 
breaks you up,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the reception ac¬ 
corded Ledger’s win by the 
star-studded audience.

In an interview with Peo¬ 
ple magazine, Ledger’s 
mother, Sally Bell, also said 
the family was “bursting 
with pride” over the criti¬ 
cal recognition of her son’s 
supporting role as the vil¬ 
lainous Joker in the hit 
Batman thriller.

The movie has garnered 
Ledger, 28, not only the 
Golden Globe but also won 
a Critics Choice Award, a 
Screen Actors Guild nomi¬ 
nation, and he is widely ex¬ 
pected to receive an Oscar 
nomination next week. 

The Golden Globe was 
accepted in Beverly Hills 
on Sunday by Dark Knight 
director Christopher 
Nolan. 

“It is such a fantastic and 
wonderful legacy for his 
daughter. Matilda will have 
so many people who will 
be able to speak to her 
about her father’s abilities 
and (the) respect he had in 
the industry. That is such a 
wonderful legacy to leave,” 
Bell told People. 

Matilda, 3, is the daugh¬ 
ter of Ledger and actress 
Michelle Williams.

Which reminds us of the 
rule that the only thing 
about Fox you can trust is 
its unpredictability. Can¬ 
celling Prison Break at the 
end of the current season 
is hardly unexpected, how¬ 
ever — the show long ago 
exhausted its premise, 
which was never more 
than miniseries-sized. “The 
show is just played out,” 


Fox entertainment presi¬ 
dent Kevin Reilly told the 
Hollywood Reporter. “Cre¬ 
atively everybody feels 
enough stories have been 
told ... we want to finish 
strong and not just gimp- 
out next season.” 

Reilly did say that a few 
extra episodes could be 
shot to pad out the four re¬ 
maining set to air.

It might just work, if 
Reilly can convince Whe¬ 
don’s geeky fan base that 
going out of Friday night is 
for jocks, or break their 
TiVos if they insist on hav¬ 
ing a social life.

Salmon pizza 
with yogurt 
and dill 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 small skinless salmon fil¬ 
lets, about 3/4 lb (375 g) in 
total 

2 large tomatoes 

1 small mild white or red 
onion 

2 thin 10-in. (25-cm) 
unbaked pizza crusts 
Salt and black pepper 
8 sprigs of fresh dill 

6 oz (170 g) Greek yogourt 
To serve: 4 tbsp (60 ml) 
mango chutney, optional 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Remove bones 
from salmon fillets, then 
dice flesh. 

2. Rinse, dry and finely 
chop tomatoes; peel and 
finely chop onion. Place 
pizza crusts on baking 
trays; spread tomatoes and 
onion over each. Arrange 


salmon on top and add 
salt and pepper to taste. 

3. Bake for 15-20 minutes, 
or until lightly browned, 
swapping trays around 
half way through. 

4. Rinse and dry dill. Set 
aside a few sprigs for a gar¬ 
nish, finely chop remain¬ 
der, and mix into yogourt, 
with some pepper. 

5. Remove pizzas from 
oven, spoon some yogourt 
over each and garnish 
with reserved dill. 

6. Cut each salmon pizza 
into quarters and serve 
two portions per person, 
accompanied by mango 
chutney, if using.
